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EDUCATION IN CHINA | 

K. T. Lo, of Peking, in an address at Indianapolis, said: 

In China the German system of the gymnasium was in vogue ! 
before the war. Since then American education entirely has taken 
its place. China sends more than 3,000 students to American uni-_ 
versities every year. She sends hardly 1,000 to all of the European 
countries put together. At present there are 50,000 students in 
Peking alone studying in Chinese universities conducted after Amer- | 
can methods. After these students have graduated a good number | 
of them will teach school. 

Since th- «var the percentage of illiteracy has been reduced to 
a point where only 25 per cent. of the population cannot read or | 
write. The war in China has slowed up the progress of education | 
considerably, with a large number of the universities running at only 
part time. 

Mr. Lo said that of the 3,000 Chinese students in America, 
1,000 earned their own way. The other 2,000, he added, were 


supported by the Boxer indemnity fund and other scholarships. 


ATHEISM IN COLLEGES 


In view of the talk which finds vent in certain quarters of 
America to the effect that atheism is encouraged by the advanced! 
studies in the Nation's colleges, it is inspiring to hear that the Rev. 
Dr. Harry Emmerson Fosdick stated the other day, in New York, 
that a far greater proportion of the students in American colleges to- 
day are religious than was the case a century and a half ago, says 
The Christian Science Monitor. He was referring to a recent visit 
to Harvard, and he spoke of the ‘splendid, bewildering, adventurous, 
hopeful new generation.” That is just the point. There is a spirit 
of investigation in the atmosphere. 

Students no longer take unquestioningly what their elders have 
banded down to them, in politics, religion or other vital matters. | 
Rather they subject such opinions to the crucible of their own think- 
ing. But this does not mean that they are: less religious, in the 
best sense of the term. It is well that there is less of the blind | 
leading the blind than there was, for this means that there is more 
intelligent leading and following. 


OFFICERS’ RESERVE CROPS 


The statement has been made that when a citizen enrolls in the 
Officers’ Reserve:Corps, he surrenders his right to expxress himself 
on civic and political questigns. In answer to this criticism the Secre- 
tary of War issued the following statement, under date of November 
26, 1924: c* 9g” Se ee 

“A Reserve Officer, except when on active duty, is not subject 
to the Articles of War which govern the Armies of the United States, 
and it is not, and never has been, the policy of the War Department 
to prevent, in any manner, the expression of his: views, or to limit 
his activities. Should any such activities proceed to the point where 
they may be inimical to the constituted government or be of such 
a nature as to cause scandal or disgrace to the uniform, no alter- 
native is left but to cause an investigation of the facts to be made 
with a view to ascertaining the suitability of the officer in question to 
retain his appointment in the Officers’ Reserve Corps.”’ 

This would seem to be a complete answer to the contention 
that.freedom of speech is denied officers of the Reserve Corps.
